MEMORANDUM FOR THE VICE PRESIDENT 

SUBJECT: Allegations of Communist Instigation oi 
the oouth Korean Political Crisis '' 


Insofar as we know, no reliable evidence has been 


received here i« Washington to substantiate any claims 
of Communist instigation or direct participation in the 
South Korean political crisis. However, beginning just 
after the riots in MAsan on election day, 15 March, and 
continuing until shortly before Rhee’s resignation last 
week, the South Korean government indicated that the series 
of disorders in the country were Communist inspired. This 
stand was almost certainly intended to divert attention 
from the spontaneous jfkpular nature of the demonstrations. 

President Rhe f ' and his Home Ministry publicly charged 
the disturbances/ reflected Communist tactics and front pa* e 

head-lmes in /he principal government newspaper supported 
this positip&L. 

On 2/ April the Pusan provincial police chief orderer 
his subordinate units to search for all persons having 
Communist connections. 
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President Rhee in a statement to Ambassador 
McConaughy on 19 April implicated Vice President Chang 
Myon and other opposition political leaders as being in 
league with unidentified "subversive ringleaders" who 
had planned the entire movement. Four days later Ehee 
shifted his accusations from Communist subversion to a

"Chang Myon-directed Catholic Church conspiracy" as being 
responsible for the unrest. 

In Washington, Ambassador Yang in public statements 
and in private meetings with Secretary Herter and other 
State Department officials claimed that the riots were 
Communist instigated. When/he announced his resignation, 
however, he is reported to-' have stated that he had acted 

on government instructions "to say that there was Commu-

nist involvement." He /said, ■ ” . . . .but I have been informed. 

.. that there was no Communist involvement ... therefore, I
